Looking back at your comments, what I think [ read is that you like 
fo ‘live’ in the games you ploy as a primary motve, while solving them 
5S secondary. I have no problem with that - indeed much of “Return to 
Doom", which [ve just completed and am having garmetested, will 
permit “iving’. “discovery of the ground rules’, call it what you will. Far 
example, you like to talk to characters: I dont. (Ive never yet found any 
decent programming for them, except for Infocom)... believe that good 
Piloting and good pumies are what keep a game going over the yeas. 
The original maintrame Zork is a good example. It's sill around. and in 
cul-down micro versions. not becouse of its parser (which has, as do all 
fancy parsers. lots of infelicites - [ Know of only one puzzle in one 
adventure that needs a fancy parser), not because of its graphics (it has 
none); but becouse ifs witty, with some interesting puzzles. Weil, we 
strive for wittiness, but that's in the eye of the beholder bul we do 
echieve interesting puzzles...” 





fm very pleased that Peter has wnitfen at such length, becanse I think 
he raises some interesting points, First, the ‘examine’ question. I quite 
understand your argument and am even inclined fo agree with you - 
there’s no point in an EXAMINE that simply serves fo draw oul the 
gameplay fe no real purpose. However, | feel that in real life we do 
examine’ objects fo see if there is mpore fo them thon meets the eye, and 
in. an adventure | beleve that occasionally the “examine” command is 
vital in heightening the atmosphere of a game.

that | have never been enamoured of having curlosily in a game 
rewarded with death without some form of warning. Some software 
houses get round this by asking quite directly “Do you wish to continue?” 
or “Are you sure you want fo do that?”. Although a bit feeble, this at 
least gives the picryer cause for thought. Better by far is to introduce the 
warning info the gameplay. for example - if there was a stick fo hand | 
mught use i to prod the blob fist whereupon seeing the stick sizzle and 
burst info flame would enable me fo save my skin and congratuwicte 
myself on being a clever dick into the Seva 

As far os characters are concerned, ! don't see that the faijures af 
other programmers Sasukt be eee ‘not ssa aoe arma their 
é@forts.
